M-- ofthe Gentlemen of the City, In obedi-. 


enceto the Commands of b9th Houſes, we that 
are lately come out of Scot{and, and have been eye wit- 
neſſes (from the firſt time of our going over thicher)of 
the affe&ion of that Nationtorhis cauſe, and of the 
deepſencerthey have of thepreſent ſtate of Aﬀaires 
herein this Kingdom, are willing at thistimeto make 
the ſame report, and give the ſame accompttoyou of 
it, as harh been donerothe Parliament, that you may 

take a right meaſure of the truth ofthoſe things,and 

not bee carried away with miſapprehenfions, and 
- miſinformarions from thofe that difaffeR the cauſe, 
and would willingly abufe your thoughts, and beliefe 
bercin; and therefore as ſhortly as 4 am able, } ſhall 

beewilling to give you the accompt of thoſethings 

which lknow,and which 1 havefeenthere, and which 
this other Gentleman,a reverend Miniſter,of your own 

acquaintance, & of known int egrity,hath bin privieto, 
that I donor doubt, what helikewiſe ſhaldeliver in this 

buſineſfe you will very readily givecredittoo,it being 

nothing but whar will be found ro bethe trurh. 

: Forthe affeRionof that Nation, we have had ma- 
ny expcriences of ir, and ofcheir ready aud cheere- 
full compliance wirtrthe defires of this Kingdome, ex 
ven-when they werein their greareft diſtreſſes and 
calamities-:- When we firſt came over rhere, rhe af. 
fairsfhen of this Nation, werein a much lower con- 
dition, thea now (by the bleſſing of God ) wee finde 
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them tobe; yet not withſtanding though. that... Nation 
had many invitations from thoſe, whoas they were 
forward to promiſe,fo werethey able to have beſtow. 
ed great matters upon them , and though there were 
many ſecret praiſes among themſelves to make 
them.ſet looſe from thecauſeof this Kingdome , yes 
ſo ſenſible they were , of che danger of Religion here 
of the near relation that they had ro their brethren 
of England , and ofthat common calamitie threatned 
to overrun both Kingdomes, that they were readie 


to breake through all difficulties, and ro expoſe 


themſelves toalldangers, to take us by the hand, 
and tojoynecordially with us.in the maintaining of 
this cauſe; they did not onely exprelle this -in their: 
words, and outward profeſſions , but wee have ſeen 
ſince from time to time, and by ſeverall. ſteps., how: 
they have putit into Aion: As ſoone as ever the 
Covenant which was taken here , . and ſolemnly 
ſworne by the Parliament , was cometo their know- 
ledge, and ſent over ynto them, the Committee of 
Efdatesthere,and the Commiſsioners of the General 4(. 
ſembly reſolved preſently for to take that Covenant, 
with an ynanimous and chearcfull conſent, as a 
meanes which under God , they thought would ynite 
both Nations, inthis common cauſe, and makethem 
a bulwark againſt the Common Enemie : They did not 
only reſolve totake itto themſelves , but enjoyned ic 
throughout the whole Kingdome ,, and by this time 
wedo beleive, that it hath been vaiverſally taken 
by the whole Nation. They did enjoyne it in ſuch 
2 manner, as that the greateſt and powerfulleſt kne- 
mics of itamongſt themdurſt nor ſhey their headsto 
| | oppoſe 
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oppoſcit , that is; the enjoyned ir npon the penat- 


tics > that thoſe that ſhould not take ic or ſhould Ye 
ferre ir, ſhould bee eſteemed Enemies to Religion, to 
his Majeſties honour , and to the good of the two 
Kingdomes , that they ſhould have all their Rents 
and profits confiſcate , that rhey ſhould brooke, nor 
enjoyany Office, or benefite in that Kingdome, that 
they ſhould be cited tothenext Parliament, to anſwere 
the not taking of ic , and to bee proceeded with there 
asenenies tothe Eftate,and to Religion, and to re- 
ceive fuch further puniſhment, as by the King and 
Parliament ſhould bee put upon them , by which 
meanes they have ſo vnited the affcAion of 'thar 
whole Kingdome: That as one man they are readie 
tocomeforth to defend the Religion, the Libertics 
of both Nations ,andto dye in this Common Cauſe, 
They -havenoronely proceededthus farre, which is 
a happy Foundation to ſogreat anemerprizeas isnow 
inhand, bur they have formed their Armie, all their 
Officers from firſt to laſt they have ſerled, they have 
likewiſe prepared their Artillerie, and have it-in rea- 
dineſſe, at the Rendevouze at Leith: They likewiſe 
haveallthe menthat are tobe of the Armie deſigned 
out - throughout the whole Shires, the perſons are 
knowne, and at 48. houres , they are ready forto 
march, they are as ſenſible as your ſelves ofthe great 
burchens and extremities that this Nation doth at 
thistime groane under : They know as well too, what 
vaſt expenſes you have beene at to maintaine your 
owne Armies, and yet they are not aſhamed, that 
ou ſhould know alſo that their Nation hath not 
dent without troubles, as you have beene, and that

they are not yet without great wants and difficulties, 
forthis ſtormedid begin with thems They have 
not beene without great charges and burthens that 
hath layen upon thcm and particularly even for the 
advantage ofche affurcs of this Kingdome, of late 
they have beene at very vaſtexpenſes for che main- 
tenance of their Scottiſh Armiein Ireland, which was 
ſer out by them forthe {erviceofthis Kingdom ar the 
requeſt and defireof the Varliament, by which means 
they are very much diſfinabled ro dothat, which o- 
therwiſethey would bee very vvilliag to doe for our 
preſent aſſiſtance, 

They have made it apparent by ſeveral particulars, 
thatbcforethis Armiec intended for the preſent ſer- 
vice will be brought to the Rendevouze upon Engliſh 
ground, one way ar other, .it will ſtand themin ve- 
ry ncarea hundred thouſand pound, which muſt be 
at their owne charge and expence, over and aboye 
whatthey deſire fromus: They likewiſehavelet us 
know, that they delire not ro. preſſe us beyand. 
our ſtrengrh in matter of monies, bur onely ſo much 
as may.renderthe ſervice inthem feaſible which wee 
expcct from them: They know very wellif they 
have nacmonics at the beginning, to encourage and 
ſtrengthen thehand ofche vouldier, in the buſineſle 
they.underrake, it will be very diſadvantagious to our 
aff.uires, thereforethey- expat wee ſhould (end chem 
a.confiderable ſumme of monje, co make their Ar- 
mie march, which they have in -rcadioeſſe-for that 
purpoſe, as ſoone as wee ſhull ſend-it ta them, and 
doubtnot ina yery ſhore time ro advance very farre 
inthoſe Northern parts even this wiater, it is rhat 
th ercfore which is cxpeRedfrom us, and that which 


will 


life and recovery of this Kingdom, from the oppref. 
fion and ryrannic with whichit is ready to bee over. 
whelmcd,that we ſhould apply our ſelves toſend them 
ſomeconliderable ſum of money, for a ſpeedy march- 
ing of this Armie, 

Upon our comming hither, wee finde therehath 
beene a great deale of paines takenin it. An3iwce 
likewiſe diſcerne that muchis to be attributed to the 
chcerefull affcQions ofthis famous City, which un- 
der God hath beene the means thar hath no: onely 
ſupplicd our affairs at home, bur hath likewiſe contri- 
bured to thoſe that are abroad ; notwithſtanding 
thar which hath hitherto come in, is not as yet (0 
much as will fully dothis worke 3 if we could with- 
in ſome few dayes beable but ro Compaſle one twen- 
ty Thouſand pound more? vvedonotdoubt but yvce 

ould beable( vvith vvhar vve have alrcady)to put 
the affairs of Scotland inſuch a Poſture, as you ſhall 
not onely quickly hear a very good account of them, 


but ſee the fruit of them, to your great Cowfort and ' 


Encouragement, 


And therefore it is that, that novv is recommended | 


to you, that you yyould bee plcafed from the knovy- 
ledge that things are in this readineſſe that they are, 
and that Nation ſo vvilling in themſelves to come ro 
our aſſiſtance ( as this I might have added ) thatif any 
thing lay intheir povver, either by themorgaging of 
their ovvn private Eſtates, or if there vvere Money 
ſuſficient in Scotland that they could render them. 
ſelves Maſters of, they vvould be vvilling to contri-

You have heard the ſubſtanceof all from Sir 
Henry Y ane; you may pleaſe from me to receive

Heerold you, 
what they havedoneto help to ſuſtaine the armie 
of Scots in Ireland, who have beene imploycd there 
ſeventeen or eighteen Moneths in our ſcrvice,ſtnce 
they received any pay ( ourdiſtrefſes at home, ha. 
ving hindred us from doing what elſe wee would 
and ought to have done) how that they have laid 
our a very great ſumme.
